Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-48 are allowable over the prior art, as the prior art neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious a method of reducing mammalian hair growth which comprises selecting an area 
of skin on a mammal from which reduced hair growth is desired and applying to said area of skin 
a composition comprising an inhibitor of telomerase in an amount effective to reduce hair 
growth. 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/17/03, Paper No. 15, are persuasive to overcome the 35 
USC 1 12 rejections in the previous Office Action.
